EDITORIAL 


D IS(HIRH) as a "major rcorgaa- 
i'jlion of defence." Ihc Mi.mler 
of Defence. Mr. Thorneyeroft, re- 
rrnfly iniroduced ihe Government's 
prapouls for ihe formal ion of a 
unified Ministry of Defence, housed 
in one building. in which Ihe Chiefs 
of Staff of Ihc various Service Mini¬ 
stries would remain Ihe professional 
heads of Iheir Services and sources of 
advice In Ihc Minister of Defence and 
ihc Government. 

Ihc reorganisation envisages a cer¬ 
tain amount of integration. Senior 
««fli.crs. although belonging lo their 
own Service, and wearing Iheir own 
uniform, would increasingly be doing 
jobs connected with all three Services. 

Modern warfare demands nobility, 
flexibility and firepower, requiring 
Ihe closest co-operation between all 
three Services, hut fighting efficiency 
depends on Ihc pride a man takes in 
his ship. etc., and it was not intended 
that the proposed reorganisation 
should mean a merger of Ihc Forces. 

In theory the proposed reorganisa¬ 
tion has much to commend it. No 
longer would it mean a division of a 
cake, with each Service demanding its 
sh-rc. Rather would it be a case of 
each Service asking for the costs of 
Mich and such items, after offering 
their advice lo the Minister of 
Defence who. with Ihc approval of 
Ihe Government, had laid down the 
principles to he followed. 

the reorganisation may not appear 
lo be so different from Ihc old. but 
with the astronomical cost of defence, 
the hcxl way of containing costs was 
by interdependence and by seeking lo 
share costs. Ihis is only possible if 
•omebodv. other than Ihc separate 
Service Ministries, has laid down a 
broad outline lo which the Ministries 
must work. 

Mr. Thorneyeroft was necessarily 
somewhat vague about the details of 
Ihe reorganisation, but he has the sup¬ 
port of Ihe Navy when he talks about 
"examining the role of ihe Navy in 
Ihe 1970 s and 1980 V 
One other point made by the 
Minister was that Ihe Nassau agree¬ 
ment did not jeopardise the Navy's 
chance of gelling conventional ships, 
lie said that ihc defence problem had 
to he considered as a whole, and other 
naval decisions had to be judged on 
Iheir merits and not according to 
whether the Navy or the R A F. ear¬ 
ned ihc deterrent.

Polaris submarines to cost 
about £300,000,000 

FIRST EXPECTED IN 1968

S announced by the Prime Minis¬ 
ter in the House of Commons and 
reported in the February issue of 
"Navy News” four or five Polaris- 
carrying submarines are fo be built for 
the Royal Nasy. 

At the recent press conference on 
the Defence Estimates the First l.ord 
of the Admiralty intimated that the 
total cost of live nuclear vubmarines 
to carry the Polaris (including the mis¬ 
siles) would he about tJOO.OtXUKIO. 
hut that in the forthcoming year only 
“a few millions" would be required 
for that purpose. The mam cost 
would he in the mid-xixtiev 

A Polaris submarine requires two 
crcw-s. each of about 100 and. obvious¬ 
ly. a number of skilled technicians are 
needed in addition for maintenance 
and repairs, both for the submarines 
and the missiles, and these require¬ 
ments would mean an increase in the 
manpower s>f the Navy. 

Asked if consideration had been 
given to providing British surface ships 
with Polaris missiles in view of Ameri¬ 
can statements recently made that the 
United States Navy was giving earnest 
consideration on this point, the First 
l.ord intimated that there was n«* pos¬ 
sibility of Britain doing this.

I.egg's remarkable escape occurred when he tired the ejector seat 
when his plane went out of conlrol in a sleep bank, and he »is consequently 
ejected sideways instead of upwards. The mechanism of the seat and para¬ 
chute functioned correctly, but. owing lo lack of time, be was still in the 
seal when he landed: and though his drogue parachute had streamed, the 
main canopy was not developed when he bit the ground.
